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''Hat Trick'' 
Rochester Celebrates Cafs Birthday

Rochester's Joseph H. Plumb Memorial Library 
resembled a neighborhood in Seussville on Friday March 
2 as the branch celebrated the 50th birthday of the be- 
loved book. Dr. Seuss' The Cat in the Hat. The occasion 
was also used to celebrate the good Doctor and native of 
Springfield, Massachusetts' birthday and life's work in a 
fun-filled family friendly event. 

On a gloomy and gray day with rain-filled skies 
much like those in the famous story, children of all ages 
were invited to join Library Director Gail Roberts and 
Librarian Jen Frazier for an afternoon of games, puzzles, 
cake and storytelling. A dozen or so children and their 
parents donned paper cut-out hats that resembled the 
wily cat's peppermint-striped stovepipe. The kids partici- 
pated in a variety of activities as they searched through 
puzzles trying to find various words and lines from Dr. 
Seuss' books, matched passages with the correct charac- 
ters and solved a puzzle that helped the children deter- 
mine how much older the Cat in the Hat was than them. 

After coloring pictures and making their way 
through Seuss-related mazes, the children were invited to 
the Plumb Memorial Library lagoon to try their hand at 
hooking paper "red fish" and "blue fish." The library staff 
awarded children for their efforts with character-shaped 




erasers and promises of more excitement. 

Director Roberts gathered the children around 
her to read aloud from The Cat in the Hat. Kids were urged 
to fill in the parts of the story that they remembered and 
cries of "Oh, I know, I know. . ." could be heard over and 
over as the kids raised their hands and craned their necks 
trying to be the first to answer questions asked about the 
story. 

"Would you tell your parents what happened 
when they got home if Thing One and Thing Two did that 
to your house?" asked Ms. Roberts. "NO!" was the con- 
sensus from the audience. The children then participated 
in a reading of The Grinch Who Stole Christmas before sit-

Similar celebrations were held in libraries, class- 
rooms and community centers throughout the country 
over the past week as literacy advocates participated 
in Project 236. The project marks the innovative break- 
through that was The Cat in The Hat. 

Using a vocabulary of just 236 words, Theodore 
Giesel, who would become known to the world as Dr. 
Seuss, set out to write ''a story that first graders wouldn't 
be able to put down'' as a means of fighting illiteracy. Dr. 
Seuss and his colleagues believed that grade school prim- 
ers of the day were stale and boring and didn't challenge 
students to learn how to read in a manner that stimulated 
the minds of young people. As he would often say, "A 
person is a person no matter how small," reiterating his 
belief that all people, children included, should be treated 
with respect and not be spoken down to. His beliefs paid 
off as The Cat in the Hat was published in 1957 and lead to 
a creative explosion in children's literature and education 
that extends to this day.

Drug Enforcement 
Mattapoisett Police Take the LEAD 
By Robert Chiarito 

In an effort to combat the ongoing problems with 
underage drinking and teen drug use the Mattapoisett 
Police Department has partnered with LEAD, otherwise 
known as Law Enforcement Against Drugs, to empower 
parents in their efforts to keep their children safe. LEAD 
is a national program that provides tools and informa- 
tion to local law enforcement offices, schools and parents. 
Mattapoisett' s efforts are being headed up by Resource 
Officer Mitchell Suzan, who will be speaking about this 
and other topics on Friday, March 9 from 1:00 to 2:00 pm 
at the Senior Center located at Center School, 17 Barstow 
Street in Mattapoisett. As with all Mattapoisett Senior 
Center guest speaker talks, this presentation will be open 
to the general public free of charge. 

Through LEAD, the Mattapoisett Police Depart- 
ment is offering parents the chance to obtain simple inex- 
pensive home-testing kits for families who fear that they 
may have a problem with drug or alcohol abuse. The tests 
can be administered in the privacy of the family home 
and will detect a variety of commonly abused substances 
including alcohol, marijuana, methamphetamine, cocaine, 
heroin, club drugs (such as XTC, MDMA as well the 
so-called date rape drugs), and oxycodone (OxyContin) 
among others. The tests can also be used to detect nicotine 
for parents who wish to prevent their teens from smoking 
cigarettes or using other non-smoking tobacco products. 
If a positive test occurs, LEAD then offers resources and 
suggestions as to where the family can turn to for help. 

According to the latest findings and statistics, 
over 60 percent of all teenagers will have at least tried an 
illegal substance by the time they leave high school. These 
statistics cut across all economic, ethnic and cultural back-

As the literature for the LEAD program 
suggests, "raising teenagers in today's world has become 
a challenge for even the most stable of families.'' From 
the mixed signals that today's youth receive from various 
media to the ever-present crush of peer pressure, parent- 
ing today has become more complicated than it may have 
been even a few short years ago. Testing a child can be 
used to both detect and deter drug usage for a young 
person who may be faced with the question of whether 
trying a substance is for them or not.

returns — or about 14 percent — with a total of $58,235 in 
donations. Although that is a good amount, Mr. Napoli 
noted it's only about one-third of the way toward their 
goal. 

''We have mailed out acknowledgements to all 
who have donated thus far," Mr. Napoli said. "In our 
initial letter, it was pointed out we should have given 
a specific timeline within which to give. I think that's a 
good idea. We hope those residents who might be taking a 
breather after the holidays, would help now and support 
the effort."

lectman Blanchette said. ''The grant was applied for by an 
organization involved with (cleanup in) Buzzards Bay/' 

"All I can say is nothing has come before this 
board," Chairman Jeffrey said. 

"I just don't want to happen (at Old Landing) 
what happened the last time (at Island Wharf)/' said 
resident Carol Sanz. "I'm really afraid that once we accept 
the $15,000 grant the project will move forward and we'll 
be forced into doing something. I heard from the last one: 
'well, we can't turn down grant money.'" 

"I would accept the $15,000 grant for a plan, be- 
cause it could be a plan that would not disturb the area," 
Selectman Blanchette said. "It could be beneficial to us. If 
it were a plan that said we had to (relocate) the war me- 
morials, I'd say not a chance.

sites ... and a shovel won't go in the ground until they 
come (before this board) for approval.'' 

"I just want to be clear that Fm sick and tired of 
grants coming before us in the eleventh hour without our 
input/' Chairman Jeffrey said. 

Under action items, the board approved one-day 
alcohol licenses for events at the Beverly Yacht Club on 
March 30 and the Marion Music Hall on May 26. They 
also approved a request from Tabor Academy to close off 
Front Street for their commencement exercises on June 
2 from 1:30 to 3:15 pm. Lastly, the board voted to once 
again sponsor the "Town of Marion" trophy for outstand- 
ing performance by a Buzzards Bay yacht in this year's 
Marion-Bermuda Cruising Yacht Race to be held in July. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr Daw- 
son noted receipt of a letter from the Mattapoisett Board 
of Water /Sewer Commissioners requesting the Town of 
Marion sponsor an article on the Town Meeting warrant 
to cover their portion of an additional $150,000 in pav- 
ing along Route 6 which was done to allow water/ sewer 
service to the school. Mr Dawson, in consulting with 
Rochester Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, recom- 
mended this not be done as the expense is the responsibil- 
ity of the ORR School District and not the member towns. 

Mr Dawson next cited a memo he's drafted 
recommending sharp increases in the town's water and 
sewer rates for Fiscal Year 2008. 

"It has become clear that we need to raise the 
rates, and when I say raise the rates, Fm talking about 
substantial increases," Mr Dawson said. "There is no 
doubt that we have a shortfall in the current fiscal year 
in both accounts ... and we need to make changes. Water 
rates in Marion have not been increased since 1992." 

As such, Mr Dawson is suggesting increasing the 
basic water rates by 70 percent, increasing the metered

sewer rates by 30 percent, and also increasing the basic 
sewer service charges by 70 percent. 

Given these recommended hikes, the average 
water /sewer user in Marion with 2.5 people living in 
a household using an estimated 260 cubic feet of water 
annually would see their water bill jump by $243.64 and 
their sewer bill jump by $260.50 for a total annual increase 
of $504.14. 

A public hearing on these recommendations has 
been scheduled for the next regular Board of Selectmen's 
meeting on Tuesday, March 20 beginning at 7:15 pm. 

"It does affect a lot of people and we welcome 
everyone coming in on March 20,'' Chairman Jeffrey said. 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson offered an update on all the 
pending articles planned for the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant. Among the key money articles being proposed to 
date: money to design, construct and equip a new police 
station ($3,416 million was requested in 2006); $25,000 
to construct six new floats at Island Wharf; $29,500 to 
purchase a new SUV Command Vehicle; $15,000 to 
purchase 30 new pagers for on-call members of the Fire 
Department; $85,000 to purchase a new front-end loader/ 
backhoe for the DPW; $35,000 to purchase a new one-ton 
pickup with plow for the DPW; $90,000 for the DPW's 
Infiltration and Inflow program; $50,000 to upgrade the 
Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition System for the 
Water Department; and $50,000 for a well exploration at 
the Hitler property.

Mattaposiett Sewer Study 

The Mattapoisett Board of Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners is proceeding with a Comprehensive Wastewa- 
ter Management Plan (CWMP) that reviews the long-term 
sewage needs of the community. The project is funded 
through a $154,818 low-interest loan from the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) and is being conduct- 
ed by Tighe and Bond, Inc. The engineer will be assisted 
by the board as well as by a Citizens Advisory Committee 
with representatives from various boards. 

The Water and Sewer Commissioners completed 
a similar planning study back in 1982 that has been used 
as a guide for the expansion of the municipal sewerage 
system for the last 25 years. The current study will include 
the following tasks: a sewer needs assessment to deter- 
mine areas of the community where sewer extensions 
may be needed; an infiltration/ inflow study to review

Rochester Land Protected 

The Town of Rochester and the Rochester Land 
Trust are pleased to announce the recent approval of 
a Conservation Restriction that permanently protects 
1.6-acres of Coastal Plain Pond Community on Mary's 
Pond in Rochester. Coastal plain ponds are shallow kettle 
ponds that support many of the rarest plants and animals 
in Massachusetts and provide habitat for at least 43 rare 
globally restricted animal and plant species. Recreational 
vehicle traffic, development, littering, water pollution and 
water table drawdown threaten coastal plain ponds.

The Conservation Restriction was granted to the 
Rochester Land Trust, Inc. as a condition of a Conserva- 
tion Permit issued by the Commonwealth's Natural Heri- 
tage and Endangered Species Program (NHESP) to the 
Mary's Pond Beach Committee for construction of a com- 
munity beach and canoe/ cartop boat access on Mary's 
Pond. Both long leaved panic grass (Panicum rigidulum 
var pubescens) and Philadelphia panic grass (Panicum 
philadelphicum) have been identified by NHESP to occur 
at Mary's Pond. Less than 5 percent of the population of 
Philadelphia panic grass will be impacted by the pro- 
posed beach project and none of the long leaved panic 
grass. 

The Town acquired 9.3-acres of land with over 
1,100 linear feet of frontage on Mary's Pond on January 
21, 1980 by an Order of Taking for the specific purposes 
of creating "municipal outdoor recreational and athletic 
facilities." Access to the property is via Perry's Lane 
off Mary's Pond Road. Old Perry Lane runs parallel to 
Mary's Pond Road and is now abandoned as a public 
way. There are a few residences to the north and south of 
the Town owned property. The majority of the property 
surrounding the site is in active agricultural use. 

There have been many physical and permit- 
ting constraints and revisions to the project in the 25- 
plus years since the Town acquired the land. But now 
the Town's Mary's Pond Beach Committee has secured 
permits to construct a canoe/ cartop boat access and a

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community beach approximately 150 feet long on the 
westerly side of Mary's Pond. The Town and the Roches- 
ter Land Trust, Inc. partnered with the Natural Heritage 
and Endangered Species Program, The Wildlands Trust, 
the Department of Fish and Game through its Office of 
Fishing and Boating Access, and local residents to create 
a sensitive design for the project, while protecting what 
is left of the outstanding shoreline owned by the Town of 
Rochester on Mary's Pond. 

The Town in the short term has no plans to 
proceed with the resident's beach portion of the project, 
but the canoe/ cartop boat access will be constructed on 
Town property by the Department of Fish and Game in 
the spring of 2007. It will have a 15-space parking lot, 15'

wide access roadway and drop off, and 8' path to Mary's

The threat to the protected vegetation is from 
trampling by people, boats, canoes and boat trailers. A 
post and rail fence will be installed at both the northerly 
and southerly limits of the coastal plain pond shore com- 
munity An educational interpretive sign will be installed 
at the northerly end of the Conservation Restriction to 
describe the ecological significance of the Mary's Pond 
Coastal plain pond shore community. 

The Town's desire to grant a Conservation Re- 
striction to the Rochester Land Trust, Inc. required both 
a change of use of that land and the transfer of control to 
the Rochester Land Trust. At a Special Town Meeting on 
April 3, 2000, the Town of Rochester voted to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen and/ or Park Commission to peti- 
tion the Great and General Court of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts for permission under Article 97 to 
change the use from recreational to conservation, and to 
execute a conservation restriction in favor of the Rochester 
Land Trust. The resulting Chapter 168 of the Acts of 2001 
was approved on November 30, 2001. 

The Rochester Land Trust is thrilled to accept this 
conservation restriction and to be part of a project that 
both preserves the town's natural heritage and provides 
recreational benefits to our townspeople," said Russ Kee- 
ler. President of the Rochester Land Trust. The Rochester 
Land Trust, Inc. is a non-profit organization dedicated to 
land conservation, the preservation of Rochester's rural 
character, the permanent conservation of open space, and 
the education of its citizens in the protection of the town's 
natural resources.

Zodiac. Starring Jake Gyllenhaal, Robert Downey Jr., and Mark 
Ruffalo. Directed by David Fincher. Running time: 158 minutes.

A certain kind of journalistic sorcery can make you believe a movie 
is absolutely real. A density of fact, a camera that whisks us into the action 
while never calling attention to itself, a lack of the expected Hollywood 
narrative beats — all of these add up to something deeper than fiction and 
richer than documentary. In Zodiac, directed by David Fincher (Seven) 
from a crackling script by James Vanderbilt, the various characters circle 
around the Zodiac killings of the late '60s and early '70s as if drawn to- 
wards an existential black hole. The killer taunts them, idly muses about 
future atrocities he doesn't bother to carry out. His very existence is an 
affront to the professionalism of the California police and reporters — and 
one editorial cartoonist — who track his every move. In a way, the Zodiac 
becomes their dark god, appearing at intervals with maddening omens. 

Zodiac is not an exploration of the killer, who in any event was never 
caught, though the cartoonist — Robert Graysmith, who wrote two books 
about the Zodiac case — is pretty sure he knows who did it. It's a mammoth 
police procedural, running a leisurely two hours and 38 minutes, yet the 
editing (by Angus Wall with Kirk Baxter) keeps the scenes clipped, taut, 
compressed. This is the film equivalent of a big, thick paperback full of 
crime photos and clippings and digressions that usually don't mean any- 
thing but sometimes do. David Fincher, who in movies like Fight Club and 
Panic Room had been falling a bit too much in love with his own stylistic 
perfume, approaches Zodiac humbly, without fuss or excess, and winds up 
delivering his most electrifying film to date. 

Graysmith (Jake Gyllenhaal) hangs around on the margins of the case, 
working out the Zodiac's coded messages and making connections no one 
else makes. But he's seen as an eager-beaver kid by people a generation 
removed from him — people like the jaded detective Dave Toschi (Mark 
Ruffalo) and the shambling reporter Paul Avery (Robert Downey Jr.) , neither 
of whom take Graysmith very seriously until he's stayed on the case long 
after everyone else has fallen away in exhaustion. Gyllenhaal anchors the 
movie in enthusiasm passing over gradually into obsession, but once again 
Robert Downey Jr., the hippest skull-and-crossbones in the room, mutters 
his way in and out of scenes and casually steals the movie. 




Shot by Harris Savides using the new digital process Viper, Zodiac 
looks nothing like most of today's drab, monochromatic films; warm, 
natural light is used whenever possible, and the movie, right down to its 
old- school Paramount logo, could be shown alongside a run of Sidney 
Lumet or Alan Pakula films from the '70s and not look out of place. Zodiac 
has considerable menace (especially its use of Donovan's shivery "Hurdy 
Gurdy Man") but very little violence, though Fincher makes the most of it. 
One attack takes place on a bright sunny day in an idyllic setting, and it's 
filmed as a well-lit grindhouse horror that brings to mind the rougher scenes 
in Last House on the Left. A late scene, fairly terrifying, finds Graysmith 
at the home of a film aficionado played by Charles Fleischer with quietly 
nightmarish creepiness. Graysmith is alone in a basement with a man who 
could be the Zodiac. Nobody knows Graysmith is there, nobody will come 
save him, and the man has just turned out the light. We know Graysmith 
survived to write the books this movie is based on, but for a few moments 
we forget. 

Overall, Zodiac is a stuffed package, a densely woven tapestry of data 
and entertainment. It ends, by necessity, on a rather flat note. Fincher, a 
modem master at sending the audience out buzzing, restrains himself this 
time. Graysmith gets what he wants, after a fashion, and the movie ends 
on the haunted face of the Zodiac's first target. The movie's refusal to fab- 
ricate an easy, manipulative finale will frustrate some and gratify others. 
Somehow, this thorny, stop-and-start, difficult work made it through the 
studio system and into thousands of theaters, reminding us what movies 
can do better than any other medium. Zodiac is the most beautifully shaped 
and satisfying big Hollywood film in years.

In the novel titled Catch-22 by Joseph Heller, a military 
plane captain by the name of John Yossarian seems to be the 
only person who realizes that a war is going on around him 
and that death is real. He has witnessed the fatality of World 
War II firsthand and that is why he wants to live. The book 
revolves around his thoughts of war and his attempts to escape 
the consequences of it. Through Yossarian, Heller expresses 
his opinion on war and sets an incredible them for his classic, 
satirical war novel. 

Although the book jumps around between different time 
periods and contains an overwhelming amount of characters 



to remember, it does have a clear beginning, middle and end. 
Heller does a remarkable job tying everything together giving 
the book great power and meaning.

People should 
read Catch-22 not only to be entertained by clever humor, but 
also to remind themselves how not to take for granted their 
war-free life.

She has trouble seeing her 
true self and seeing what is truly in her bedroom mirror. She 
attends her new high school shocked at the size in comparison to 
her other school.

But, surprisingly, several people talk to her, some more 
than others.
